Th.* result - of the recent Demo­ 
cratic primary election in Texa* 
afford >1 rbundant evidence of a 
lamentable lack 
of appreciation 
of oui fort i of ••.overnment and 
sense of duty to maintain it on 
the part of too many :n the tate 
as r whr*b‘ ars! in Medina County 
in particulpi 
In a Representative - Democra­ 
cy, Hitch at oui* wa: 
designed 
by its founding fathers to be, and 
such a* it is still supposed to be, 
every man is a 
sovereign in his 
own right. 
He owes allegiance to no prince 
or potentate; his allegiance is to 
a code of 
laws 
agreed to by 
majority acquiescence. 
It is his right as one of the body 
politic, and 
subject only to a 
reasonable 
conformance 
to the 
will of the majority, to have a 
voice in 
the 
formulation rend 
maintenance in all fairness of this 
code of laws by 
which he and 
his compeers are governed. 
Likewise it 
is his 
right to 
choose as the servants of the peo­ 
ple those who are to administer 
those laws. 
Oui government, 
being as it 
is, is an abstract idea of how a 
people ran 
best 
live together 
under a set of rule' and regula­ 
tions — laws 
mutually agreed 
to and administered 
by public 
servants similarly selected — and 
presumably 
selected 
for their 
ability and dependability to serve. 
What we commonly refer to as 
“the government” is not the gov­ 
ernment per se; 
it is the ad­ 
ministration 
We are the choosers of the ad­ 
ministrators and the makers of 
the Laws we elect to have them 
administer. 
As we choose — good or ill — - 
so is the government under which 
we live. 
Our means of expressing our­ 
selves in our choice of the k: 
of government under which we 
live and the manner in m hich 1 
should be administered is in .r.< 
use of our ballot. 
With our vote we exercise >u: 
power of sovereignty in this self­ 
governing Republic of ours; w ■ 
make our government; we choose 
our 
governors 
servants; 
we are 
sovereign-- in oui own 
right; no self-appointed dictator 
or prince by 
accident of biria 
may claim dominion over us a* 
his subjects! 
All this is made and preserved 
by the ballots of a free people 
intelligently cast at the elections 
provided for ascertaining the P eo­ 
ple’s will. 
With so much at stake how can 
we be unmindful of the great re­ 
sponsibility entailed upon us by 
the great inalienable right that is 
ours? 
★ 
Yet, with all the freedom the 
right of franchise 
implies, and 
the sense of duty with which it 
should imbue every one, only a 
comparatively small 
fraction of 
those 
qualified 
to 
vote 
cast 
their ballots in the recent state 
primary. 
In Medina 
County the result 
was even worse still; out of a pos­ 
sible five thousand who could and 


should have voted only about 1400 
votes are accounted 
for in the 
returns. 
By what justification did you 
fail or refrain from voting, con­ 
ceding that it is every qualified 
voter’* privilege and duty to vote 
an.! vote when and a* how he may 
hope for it to 
accomplish tho 
most go d ? 
Was it. because it wa* held aa 
a Democratic primary? 
W’aving aside the not facetious 
query of who i* a Democrat and 
what is 
democracy 
under the 
present trend, let’s approach the 
m atter seriously and examine it 
on its ethical merits. 
Texas is a one party state and 
with almost unheard of exceptions 
the nominee of that primary Is 
de facto elected when he receive* 
the party nomination. 
W hatever your wishes or ideo* 
may be you are powerless, there­ 
fore, to effectively exercise any 
personal choice in selecting your 
officials out 
side 
of that pri­ 
mary. 
W’ h a t 
consideration should 
weigh *o heavily upon your con­ 
science a> to out-weigh your duty 
to try to make your vote effec­ 
tive in the only place where it 
will count? 
Is good moral* — to say nothing 
of political 
expediency — best 
served by disfranchising yourself 
bv voluntarily 
refraining from 
voting when and 
where it will 
count or defying 
the pledge to 
vote for the nominee? 
That pledge appendage at the 
top of the primary ballot i* mere 
superfluous verbiage. 
It is not an oath and if it were, 
could not 
possibly be enforced 
by legal process under the present 
secret ballot system. 
And if iT ever held any legal 
validity it w.• 
long ago destroy­ 
ed bv 
the Supreme Court’s de­ 
ed . n i t the Tom Love case, when 
Tom vote I for Hoover and kept 
ot 
urn ng lo: office as a Demo­ 
crat. 
Like the 
old 
time farm er's 
“stake ann rider” 
to his “old 
rail fence,” it seems to have been 
p.aced there to bluff the timid

“ bull strength” or “horse-height" 
i > the fence!

VVh. n confronted by a choice 
between two doubts choice of the 
lesser is the wiser course. 
What can be worse than to dis 
fianchtae yourself at the behest 
of designing politicians who seek 
to deter you from your greater 
duty by trying to hedge its per­ 
formance about with unfair re­ 
strictions? 
Some laws are best honored by 
their 
non-observance, 
and the 
ballot pledge is one of them. 
There are minority rights that 
are inviolate — inviolate because 
they are right! 
If too squeamish to accept this 
position, vote anyhow: and ease 
your conscience by the reflection 
that when the vote is counted the 
choice is made and there is noth­ 
ing more to do about it.

Purchase Only What You Need 


Some time ago an association of 
etailer-, which 
has a membership of 7,500 stores, appointed a Com­ 
mittee on Emergency 
Government Controls under 
the chairmanship of a Harvard professor of etailing. 
A few days after hostilities began in Korea, the Com­ 
mittee met. It urged that its members, and all othei 
stores, “carry on 
through the 
months ahead with 
their usual concern for the interests of consumers 
and the added determination to serve in all possible 
ways the interests of the nation as it faces a possible 
developing emergency.” It emphasized that retailers 
will give full support to the government in policies 
resulting from the crisis in 
the 
Far East. It an­ 
nounced that retail experts would be delegated to 
consult with government officials on problems of 
policy that affect retailing. 
In peace or war, retailing is primarily concerned 
with the welfare of the consumer — if only for the 
reason that in the long run consumer welfare will 


ietermine the retailer’s w elf ai c. During and directly 
after the last war 
retailing 
did a splendid j >b in 
fighting the blai k market, in pointing out the dangers 
in consumer hoarding, and in making a limited supply 
of goods go aiound as equitably 
as possible. Ihe 
experience thus gained places it in a better position 
than 
ever before 
to 
serve 
in any 
kind 
of an 
emergency. 
Disquieting reports of scare buying and hoarding 
have appeared again. It is to the great credit of re- 
tailing that the vast majority of store operators are 
urging that consumers buy normally, and are point­ 
ing out that the supply of goods of almost all Kind­ 
is fully adequate. The hoarder is a menace at a rime 
like this. The intelligent and patriotic consumer will 
co-operate with retailing in preventing shortages and 
maladjustments in the supply machine by purcha-iqg 
only what he needs.

Two historic 
telecommunication 
conversations 
were hold between 
MacArthur and the White House in 
the first stages of the Korean war. 
The first was the night before Tru­ 
m an issued his world-shaking an­ 
nouncement that American forces 
would intervene 
The second was 
four days later when M acArthur 
gave an extremely gloomy picture 
of the Korean military rout and 
asked 
for 
permission 
to 
land 
ground 
troops. 
When 
MacArthur 
m ade this proposal, Pentagon of­ 
ficials teletyped back the sugges­ 
tion that he m ake a formal request. 
M acArthur replied crisply: 
‘‘Con­

was 
immediately granted. 
MacArthur talked on the telecom 
in somewhat the same stilted lan­ 
guage he uses in his now famous 
communiques. 
He did not speak 
disparagingly of the South Korean* 
but used such phrases as 
“th* 
Koreans in their efforts to resist 
communism” must be helped. 
Secretary of the Army Frank 
Pace stayed in the communica­ 
tions room in the Pentagon build­ 
ing during the second conversation 
with MacArthur and phoned the 
White House direct for decisions 
that were over his head. 
In his first conversation with the 
White House. MacArthur was full 
of optimism, and informed Tru­ 
man that he could “guarantee’’ 
•uccess whether Russia intervened 
in Korea or not. 


MaiArthvr Pessimistic 
In his second conversation held 
Just after MacArthur had flown to 
Korea, he was quite pessimistic; 
In fact, much more so than the of­ 
ficial communiques issued in To­ 
kyo. 
MacArthur had already pro­ 
ceeded to bomb North Korea be­ 
fore 
asking Washington for per­ 
mission which caused some em­ 
barrassment, 
since,

North Koreans claimed their air 
base was bombed. Washington had 
emphatically denied it.

Talking to Bernard Baruch in 
his Madison 
Avenue 
office, I 
found the 
white-haired, 
distin­ 
guished eliiei statesman to tie as 
uncertain about the future of vhe 
war developments as any of the 
rest of us. Noting that he wore 
a hearing 
aid, I touched upon 
this subject and he was far from 
ashamed of it. In fact he said he 
always wore his “conspicuously.” 
I asked 
him if 
he 
thought a 
young person 
seeking fame and 
fortune should come to New Yolk 
or stay at home. He replied that 
it didn’t 
make 
any difference 
where a person was, as long as 
he did his best. "If he is a good 
mar. it will show up anywhere 
he is,” said Mr. Baruch “ Whether 
he comes to New York or goes 
somewhere else or stays at home 
is not important.” 
Like death and taxes, the side­ 
walk 
superintendents apparently 
will always be with us. I am sure 
they gathei iii youi home town 
whenever a street is torn up just 
as they are 
gathering 
now in 
Time- Square here to watch the 
repaving of Broadway. Each day 
an estimated 60,000 vehicles and 
several hundred thousand persons 
create at this 
spot 
one of the 
world’s worst traffic jams. Now 
to add to this confusion, 
hun­ 
dreds of gawkers stop and “over­ 
see” the operations of the steam 
shovel which is tearing up the 
street. Cops move them on, but 
others come right along and do the 
some thing. 
Those who pity the bald-headed 
men should stop to consider some 
of the citizens of this town who 
happen to have great open spaces 
atop 
their 
cranial appendages. 
Of course there are lots of them 
here w*ho are 
in this coverless 
condition, but I 
have 
in mind 
particularly General Eisenhower, 
Senator Herbert Lehman and Jim 
Farley. These are 
three of the 
most prominent and most popular 
figures here 
or anywhere else. 
And yet each of them is — to 
make a bald statement — desti­ 
tute in this respect. 
Hanging to a subway strap, I 
noticed 
seated 
almost directly 
under me two 
little 
boys, two 
girls an<] a lady. There was some­ 
thing different about this group. 
For one thing, 
they all seemed 
happy and this is not too common 
a state of 
many New Yorker-. 
The woman was mothering them 
all, yet -he 
obviously was not 
their mother. The small ones had 
eager, longing faces freshly wash­ 
ed and 
their 
clothing, though 
cheap, wa- clean and neat. Each 
clasped a little paper parcel with 
more clothes and a few toys in­ 
side. Then I discovered: they were 
tenement children bound for the 
Herald-Tribune Fresh Air camp* 
outside of New York City, and it 
was a joyful sight to behold, these 
poor 
underprivileged 
tots* who 
were headed for the cool, open 
country away 
from their dirty, 
hot and 
crowded 
flats 
in the 
slums. 
At the 
recent National Edi­ 
torial Association meeting in Prov­ 
idence, Rhode Island, a minister, 
the 
Reverend Arthur H. 
Brad­ 
ford, quoted his father who was 
pastor for 40 years of a Congre­ 
gational Church in Montclair, New 
Jersey as follows: "I believe that 
the place in w*hich I live, while 
I live in it, should be regarded 
by me as the greatest place in the 
world; and that, as it gives to me 
the best w'hich it has, it deserves 
from me the best that I can give 
to it,” 
My baseball friends are talk­ 
ing about young Art Houtteman, 
star pitcher of the Detroit Tigers 
who are giving the Yankee- some 
local fits nowadays. A year ago 
he had a fractured skull from an 
automobile 
accident. 
Today he 
holds jgomise of being the year’s 
pitching sensation. And speaking 
of baseball, some wise guy has 
figured out that even if Ted. Wil­ 
liams of the Boston Red Sox makes 
$125,000 a year, he can’t buy as 
much with it as could Babe Ruth 
who got a measly $80,000 in 1931. 
Ruth’s take-home pay was $68,535 
while that of Williams, consider­ 
ing taxes etc. is only $62,028 — 
which is not bad at that, eh chum? 
During the last war, I recall 
meeting and talking with Lt. Gen. 
Walton H. Walker, now our com­ 
manding general in Korea. He was 
a stocky, 
energetic, bemedalled 
Texan who had done a fine job 
in that war. Somehow I feel he 
will do it in this one too. 
u

In t im es of crisis, the Congress

gear and starts 
passing bill* 
that 
would limp 
along for 
months 
were 
times 
normal.

W ith only one dissenting voice— 
Rep. Vito 
M arcantonio of New 
York — the 
House 
passed 
a 
Senate approved bill authorizing 
over a billion two hundred m il­ 
lion dollars worth of m ilitary as­ 
sistance to nations resisting Com­ 
munism. 
The speed was top level action. 
Besides, it was the first time sino« 
the war 
started 
that i major 
foreign aid bill didn’t have to go 
into conference to iron out dif­ 
ferences between the two Houses. 
The speed was a reflection of hov. 
the Congress feels about bolster­ 
ing defenses against Communism. 
The bill has wide distribution. 
T here’* a hill jnn .toller- worth of 
arm s aid to Atlantic Pact nations. 
T here’s a hundred thirty one and 
a half million dollars for Greece, 
Turkey and 
Iran; seventy five 
million for the 
general area of 
China with sixteen million going 
to the Philippines and South Ko­ 
rean republics. This is authoriza­ 
tion only. The money itself must 
be appropriated later. 
AIR BASES 
It's nothing short of right chat 
Texas should be interested in the 
reactivation of air bases. Texas 
has most of them.

Here 
is the situation as outlined by the 
House Veterans A ffairs commit­ 
tee : 
“The National Service Life In­ 
surance Act, originally enacted in 
1940, is in full force. Any mem­ 
ber of the armed forces is eligible 
to take out and carry an insurance 
policy up to $10,000 naming his 
own beneficiaries. 
Any serviceman injured or con­ 
tracting a disease in line of duty 
will be entitled to full disability 
compensation pay at the wartim j 
rates based on 
duty performed 
under extra-haxardous conditions 
or 
conditions 
simulating war. 
Certainly, the present activity in 
Korea fully 
complies with this 
definition which already exists in 
law. It follows, 
of course, that 
dependents of those who lose their 
lives in action will be entitled to 
death compensation at the w ar­ 
time rates. The law today provides 
that wartime compensation rates 
shall be payable (I) as a direct 
result of armed conflict, (2) while 
engaged in extra-hazardous serv­ 
ice, including such service under 
condtions sim ulating war, or (3) 
while the United 
States is en­ 
gaged in war. The peacetime rates 
applicable under peacetime condi­ 
tions are 80 per cent of the w ar­ 
time rates. 
The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil 
Relief Act is also in full force and 
effect and gives protection to any 
man called into service by sus­ 
pending the enforcem ent of civil 
liabilities such as debts, mort-i 
gages, or other 
liabilities which 
he may have and is unable to pay 
as a result of his m ilitary service. 
G uaranty of premiums on com­ 
mercial insurance 
policies may 
also be provided for under this 
law under certain conditions. 
Any veteran of the fighting in 
Korea who suffers a service-con­ 
nected injury is, of course, en­ 
titled 
to 
hospitalization under 
the present laws governing hos­ 
pitalization by the Veterans’ Ad­ 
ministration. In addition, he would 
be entitled to out-patient treat­ 
ment for hi' service-connected in­ 
jury.”
